MILITIA, VOLUNTEERS, AND PROVISONAL CAVALRY 


Mr Duwpas faid, that at-an early period of the Sef. 
fion he had ftated the military force of this country, the 
ftrength of which’ was fuch as to leave not the Ilightelt 
ground of apprehenfion as to the refalt of any attack 
which might be made upon us by the-enemy. The du- 
ration of the conteft in which we are at prefent engag- 
ed, depended upon the atrocity of the enemy with whom 
we are contending, and he therefore would not flatter 
the people by faying he did think it would terminate 
without a ferious contet. ‘The propofitions he meant to 
propofe would come under three heads :— 

The firtt refpected volunteer corps.. The Houfe 
would recollect, that by an act of this Seflion they were 
allowed to extend their fervices tothe military diftric, 
and to give their anfwer by the roth February. But 
as many places were extremely diftant, and as the in- 
clemency of the weather had made communication ex- 
tremely difficult, he fhould propofe to give them further 
time to make their offers. ‘I‘here.was alfo another in- 
accuracy in that act, for, in reciting in feveral -a&s: of 
Parliament, it ftates an- act of 1797 inftead of one of 
1795- 

The next propofition was refpecting the militia. —The 
Floufe would recolleét, that he had-ttated the number 
of militia to be 106,000 men. In point of fact, how- 
ever, they did not at prefent amount to that number.—

detiand for men, in the trade, the manufactures, aod 
the agriculture ‘of the country, it was therefore impor- 
tant that no more fhould be taken from thefe employ- 
ments than were abfolately neceflary.

Since the bill 
for raifing the provifional cavalry had paffed, another 
defcription of cavalry had very much increafed, he 
meant the volunteer and yeomaory cavalry. They only 
amounted to about’ 5000 men when the provifional ca- 
valry bill was brought forward, whereas at prefent they 
amounted to very neat 30,000 men, well difciplined 
and as ufefula body of cavalry as could exif. They 
were formed of perigns whofe fituation in ‘life enabled 
them to fee and value the: bleflings they enjoyed under 
the Britith Conttitution, and confequently they were the 
belt protectors this country could have, net only againtt 
the domeftie enemies, who would again difplay them- 
felves if it was not the vigilance of Government, but a- 
gainft a foreign enemy. ; 

He faid this not from any knowledge of his own; 
but from the opinions ftated by officers of the different 
diftrids, who placed the greateft reliance upon them. 
Under thefe circumftances he thought it was not necef- 
fary to call out a body of cavalry, who at pr were 
not difciplined. But he withed diftinatly to be, uoder- 
ftood as not in any manner giving up the principle of 
the provifional cavalry bill,‘ for, if neceflity required, he 
thought it ought to be reforted to again.

I went afhore, as no pi- 
lot would come on board to affift us, and to get all the 
information poflible of the Proferpine frigate, which the 
day before, they informed me, was loft.

The Proferpine frigate arrived at Heliogoland.on the 
2d inft. and took on beard a pilot, ‘named John Boack.,

nights following was conftantly firing fignals of diltrefs, 
with her topmait ftruck. ;

It was ftated that Mr Cuthell was. a very refpedlable 
bookfeller, in what is called the old trade, and the pam- 
phlet in queftion*was the firft, political book he ever pu- 
olifhed. , 

The Arrorney-Generar {tated the cafe to- the 
jury. He felt it neceflary to remind the jury, that, in 
the year 1798, a learned Prelate thought fit to pablith 
his opinion on a fcheme of taxation that was then fub- 
mitted to the wifdom of the Legiflature. Whether 
that Prelate’s ideas were correct or erroneous, was not 
the queftion at prefent. Moft unqueftionably every fub- 
ject of this country had a right, in a fair, liberal, and 
manly way, to difcufs the principles of the Britifh Con- 
{titution, and animadvert on the different branches of 
the Government. Of this fair and free difcufiion he 
fhould never complain ; but the charge exhibited againt{t 
the author of this libellous pamphlet was, that, under 
pretence of a reply to the learned Prelate, he had libel- 
led every branch of the civil and religious eftablifhments 
of the country, and endeavoured to excite the people 
to a treafonable inactivity, in cafe of an invafion. 

The Arrorney Generac then felected the ‘moft 
prominent paflages contained in the libellous pamphlet, 
on which he made a variety of comments; and after 
{tating it to be his opinion, that the publifher of libels 
was a more mifchievous character than the author of 
them, concluded by fubmitting the whole cafe to the 
confideration of the Jury. 

A witnefs was then called, who proved the publica- 
tion of the libel by the defendant. 

The libellous paflages contained in the indiétment 
were then read p 0 forma. 

Mr Exsxin¥ then rofe, as Counfe! for the defend- 
ant, and addrefled the Jury with great animation. He 
defended, with his ufual ability, the hberty of the prets, 
which, he faid, was ever in direct oppofition to defpo- 
tilm, aad therefore the arm of defpotifm was always up- 
litted to crush it. He contended, that, by the Jaw of 
Iingland, in all criminal profecutions, it was not the 
a& but the intention, that con{tituted the crime, and in- 
fifted, that the Jury couid not, confiftently either with 
law or juftice, pronounce his client guilty, unlefs it was 
proved that he publifhed the pamphlet in queftion with 
a criminal purpofe of mind, which, he faid, was the ef- 

ence of the offence, as charged on the record. 

Mr Erfkine faid, he charged the Judges of former 
times with having forgot the law refpecting libels, and 
having given illegal directions to Juries on that fubject. 
He did not mean to infinuate that they did this trom 
any criminal motive, but in confzquence of having mif- 
taken the law ; for it was no uncommon thing for one 
judge to differ from another. Mr Erfkine then animad- 
verted on the Libel Bull, as it was connected with this 
caufe, and, after introducing every obfervation that in- 
genuity and legal knowledge could fuggelt, refted the 
defence of his client on the purity of his motives in fell 
ing the pamphlet in queftion. 

The Rey. Gilbert Wakefield was called, who ftated, 
that the defendant ha for fome years publifhed works 
of {cience for the witnefs ; and that was the reafon he
